SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 
llie Illinois legislatuie, meeting 
in special session, passed early 
today an antipollution biU which 
would ban the dumping of waste 
materials in Illinois waters of 
Lake Michigan.

WASHINGTON— Congress­

square miles of water in the

Lakes. 
Surely, 
there 
must be enough room for both 
the sports fishermen and the 
commercial interests. What is 
needed is legislation to allow 
the Michigan 
Departm^t of 
Conservation to designate sep­ 
arate areas for conmiercial 
fishing and sports fishing. At 
this point, under Michigan law, 
the Department of Conserva­ 
tion does not have authority to 
maiutge the commercial fish­ 
ery on an area basis. 


“Fishing in the Great Lakes 
is on the way up,” Ruppe said. 
**We are emfcÂrking on a build­ 
ing program which wiU create 
a tremendous fishbig industry, 
and the commercial fishermen 
will be needed to play a valu­ 
able part in the management 
of the Great Lakes fish pro­ 
gram. Conunercial 
fishermen 
will aid in the maintenance of 
the balance of the species by 
harvesting the rough fish and 
the stock of fish unavailable to 
sports fishermen.*’ 


“1 am convinced that üie
